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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one owing inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-5, drawn to a metkod of extrusion, classified in class 264, sutclass 177.1. 

II. Claims 6-17, drawn to an extrusion die, classified in class 425, suLclass 192R. 
Tke inventions are distinct, eack from tke otker kecause of tke following reasons: 

Inventions of group I and groups II, III, and IV are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. Tke inventions are distinct if it can ke skown tkat eitker: (1) tke process as claimed can ke 
practiced ky anotker materially different apparatus or ky kand, or (2) tke apparatus as claimed can te used 
to practice anotker and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In tkis case, tke apparatus as 
claimed can ke used to practice anotker and materially different process suck as one tkat forms a cross - 
linked extruded profile. 

Because tkese inventions are distinct for tke reasons given akove and kave acquired a separate 
status in tke art as skown kv tkeir different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

A telepkone call was made to applicant's attorney, Mr. James M. Smitk, on 09-SEP-2003 to 
request an oral election to tke akove restriction requirement, kut did not resiJt in an election Leing made. 

icant is advised tkat tke reply to tkis requirement to ke complete must include an election of 
tke invention to ke examined even tkougk tke requirement ke traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded tkat upon tke cancellation of claims to a non- elected invention, tke 
inventorskip must ke amended in compliance witk 37 CFR 1.48(k) if one or more of tke currently named 
inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in tke application. Any amendment of 
inventorskip must ke accompanied ky a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(L) and ky tke fee required under 37 
CFR1.17(i).
